LECTURE. 


By request, Thomas A. Garey Dist. 
Deputy of the order of Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry, gave a lecture at the Cburt 
House on Wednesday evening laBt, to 
a large and attentive audience. Space 
will not permit us giving more than a 
brief synopsis of his address. 
The lecturer said that the order was 
spoken of first during the presidency of 
Johnson, the National grange being 
organized on the 4th day of December 
18(17. Its objects were to stop encroach­ 
ments of monopolies, and to establish 
facilities in trade that would tend to 
bring the producer and consumer to­ 
gether in business transactions, and to 
’avoid the necessity of middlemen. The 
order in its incipiency received cold en­ 
couragement, if any at all, there being 
but two granges organized during 1868. 
It was not long after, when the order 
began springing in several of the 
Htates. and was now like a tidal w’ave 
sweeping over the entire land; that 
within the last six months no less 
than 6,000 granges have been organiz­ 
ed. The order was planted In Califor­ 
nia on the 15th of July, and, already, 
within the short period of four months 
there were 104 granges in working or­ 
der. The movement is not confined to 
this country alone, but was spreading 
in Great Britain and Germany. The 
speaker then gave some wholesome re­ 
marks upon the cost of sewing ma­ 
chines, reapers, etc., the price paid for 
them, and pointed out a way in which 
everything could be obtained at nearly 
first cost. 
The Southern Dist. Agri­ 
cultural Fair was passed upon in a 
very pleasing manner, and in unqual­ 
ified terms, the speaker said that it 
was no representation of onr agricul­ 
tural resources. The lecture through­ 
out was interesting, and highly ap­ 
preciated.—[Guardian, Nov. 20.

their efforts, have otherwise essential­ 
ly contributed to theprogress of indus­ 
try or the improvement of society. 
The medals for merit were awarded 
to exhibitors in consideration of the 
excellence of the exhibits, the extent 
of their operations and the superiority 
of means and forces employed. 
The United States secured four hun­ 
dred and twenty-four prizes, includ­ 
ing eight diplomas of honor, ■ sixty- 
nine medals for progress, one hundred 
and seventy-seven medals for merit, 
two medals for fine arts, five medals 
for good taste and twenty-three med­ 
als for co-operators, the rank of the 
different prizes being in the order as 
here given. 
The medals of all classes are of 
bronze, and all of the same size, dif­ 
fering only in the design to suit the 
corresponding classes.

T h e increase in the public debt for 
the month oMNovember, according to 
the statement made public, amounts to 
the startling sum of $9,528,375. The 
estimated deficiency for the remaining 
three-fourths of the present fiscal year 
is $13,520,000, and the expenditures of 
the year ending June 30th, 1875 will 
exceed the estimated revenue,' $13, 
(101,000. A little over a year ago we 
were asked by the administration 
press to believe that such a state of af­ 
fairs could only be the result of the 
election of Greeley. Will some one 
good in figures explain how it comes 
that Grant’s re-election didn’t save us 
all this trouble? 


T h e r e are. old fogies in this city, 
who having waded through the mud 
for twenty five years, can see no sense 
in “wasting several thousand dollars 
in building side-walks and crossings.” 
if they were to listen for a short time 
to the anathemas of our eastern visi­ 
tors, they might come to the conclu­ 
sion that a little money invested in 
such improvements, is not wasted. It 
is disgraceful that a city of twelve 
thousand inhabitants, should not have 
a crossing on her public streets. 


T h e Cincinnati Commercial is an 
able, Independent paper, and strikes 
hard when in earnest. One of its late 
utterances is expressed tersely, but 
might have been couched in more ele­ 
gant language. It says “all the Ro­ 
man-nosed scoundrels and canal suck­ 
ers and gobblers of public funds 
throughout the country should pay 
particular attention to the progress of 
Boss Tweed to the penitentiary. It is 
a matter that interests them per­ 
sonally.” 
A Washington Territory paper 
strkes a note of the times in this fash­ 
ion: “Farmers selling their wheat for 
forty cents a bushel and county offi­ 
cers paid at the rate of $3,000 a year, 
Our legislative Solons should have a 
vote of thanks.” 


T h e r e is an immediate prospect of 
a rise in wool. In Boston and all 
parts of the east, the market is firmer, 
and more active. This with the rain 
will be good news to our farmers and 
grazers. 


T h e State «Senate has settled down 
to business in earnest; and the Assem­ 
bly is preparing for work. Irwin has 
been elected President of the (Senate, 
and Shackleford, of Tulare Secretary. 


N o t ic e has been given in the United 
1 States Senate of the introduction of a 
bill to repeal so much of the postal Act 
as prohibits free postage to weekly 
newspapers. 
A dispatch from Washington says 
that Professor Langton (colored), has 
superceded Howard, as President of 
the Howard University. 


Arizona Mining Items. 
The latest news from Mineral Park 
is that a large body of very rich silver 
ore-black sulphurets—had been struck 
in the Keystone mine, and that water 
had increased to such an extent as to 
interfere with the working of the 
mine; consequently, the company have 
sent to San Francisco to procure hoist­ 
ing machinery. 
At the Sheriff*s sale oi miningground 
in Pine Grove and Bradshaw districts, 
last Saturday, Levi Bnshford bought 
feet in*the extension of the War Eagle, 
and David Grubb purchased feet in. 
the California. 
At Kelly & Stephens’ store in Pres­ 
cott. a large piece of silver ore is on 
exhibition which came from the La 
Plata lode, four or five miles south of 
town. 
The arrastra of Elliott Bros., in Pres­ 
cott, worked by steam, was started 
last Monday on Goodwin ore. W. C. 
Collier is attending to the amalgama­ 
tion of the ore, which yields about 
8400 in silver per ton. The arrastra 
operation is an experiment to ascer­ 
tain the proper method of treating the 
ore.Fred Henry, one of the owners in 
the Rainbow"lode, was in town a lew 
days since and reported progress in his 
neighborhood. Tile arrastras on Kirk­ 
land Creek are working successfully. 
Parties working on the Vesuvius and 
other lodes in the vicinity continue to 
get out good ore. 
We call the attention of our outside 
readers to the description of Cedar 
Valley district, written to the San 
Diego World, and published on our 
lirst page. Tins district is 150 miles 
west from Prescott, is, and has been 
for years, entirely free from hostile 
1 ndians, and offers many inducements 
to mining men for investment. 
Considerable excitement has been 
raised at Camp McDowell and Phoenix 
by the return of a prospecting party 
with rich specimens of gold, silver and 
copper ores, from a new district. Home 
of the ore is visibly rich in free gold. 
The party will return immediately 
to work on their claims.—[Arizona 
Miner;

Ex-Govetnor Haight has 
been very favorably spoken of, bqjt he 
has positively declined the honor.

Letter From Wilmington. 
W il m in g t o n , Dec. 3,1873. 
E d it o r H e r a l d ;—-Some of the peo­ 
ple of Wilmington are much interest­ 
ed, just now, in planting shade trees, 
with a view to improving the value of 
their grounds, and the appearance of 
the town. They are resolved to remove 
the reproach cast upon the town that 
the soil is worthless, and unfit for cul­ 
tivation, and that no homes can be 
made there in which people of taste 
would be willing to reside. The ex­ 
periments already made prove the con­ 
trary to be true, that no soil is more 
productive, and no locality in the 
country better adapted to the growth 
of shade and fruit trees, grain and veg­ 
etables. The orange trees growing in 
Gen. Banning’s yard produce as fine 
flavored oranges as any growing in 
Los Angeles. Grape and lemons, figs 
and other fruits yield as well,, and are 
as fine flavored as similar fruits in 
other localities. Nor is the climate of 
Wilmington inferior to that of any 
other point on the Pacific coast, not 
excepting San Diego anil Santa Bar­ 
bara. The summers are cooler, and 
the winters less frosty than in I.«os 
Angeles. The oldest residents of the 
town are amazed that strangers, or 
any one else should imagine that Wil­ 
mington is undesirable as a place of 
residence. A mile below the town 
there is a beautiful pebbly sea bench, 
extending for miles to the east, along 
which carriages may be driven, and 
where visitors may enjoy the luxury 
of a sea bath, or the sport of fishing, 
or of shooting, duck, geese or snipe. 
In two or three years more, the groves 
of trees that are to bo planted will 
change the whole appearance of the 
town. The kinds that have been 
selected, and that are most valued for 
ornament and utility, are the Austra­ 
lian gum, and the pepper, as these 
thrive well without irrigation after 
they have taken firm root. Gen. Ban­ 
ning and Hon. B. D. Wilson are pre­ 
paring to plant many thousands in 
their extensive and beautiful grounds, 
having made large purchases of these 
and other trees. Large quantities of 
seed oí the gum tree have also been 
purchased and planted by Mr. Wilson, 
with a view of having young trees 
enough to supply all his neighbors 
gratuitously, on condition that they 
will plant them. 
The true method of planting the 
seed of the gum tree. I will here des­ 
cribe for the benefit of others. Spade 
the ground deep, set up boards around 
the piece thus spaded; oover it three 
inches deep with rich sand, and lastly, 
cover the sand two inches deep with 
sawdust. Sow the seeds evenly over 
the sawdust, and pound the entire 
surface down gently with the back of 
a rake. Sprinkle the whole with 
water, keep It moist, and protect from 
frost. If planted in this way not a 
seed will fall to grow, If it has any 
vitality.

Those legis­ 
lators who suffer themselves to be 
led off, or in any way barter their votes 
against him. will as certainly end 
their political career in California as 
they now breathe.

Alexander H. Stephens, Represent­ 
ative from Georgia, was received by 
the President in one of the reception 
rooms on the main iioor of the W hite 
House, to-day, Stephens being too 
feeble to ascend the stairway.) 
In the House, Mr. Kendall intro­ 
duced a bill to regulate and make uni­ 
form the charges on railroads in rela­ 
tion to California.

H a v a n a , Deo. 4. 
Captain-General Jovellar telegraph­ 
ed to the Madrid government to-night 
to the following effect: “The Madrid 
government peremptorily orders the 
Captain-General to deliver up the 
Virginius.” General Jovellnr respect­ 
fully resigns his position, and demands 
that another person be sent to take his 
place who can carry out the orders of 
the government. Considering the ex­ 
cited state of public opinion and the 
impossibility of overcoming the exist­ 
in'? dificultics, General Jovellar sub­ 
m its that his manifesto was prepared, 
asking for delay, during which an op­ 
portunity m ight be given for reflec­ 
tion, ana time gained to allay the fiery, 
patriotic spirit of the great national 
party in Cuba; the order from Madrid, 
immediately to be executed, deprives 
him of the new resource which ho 
hoped to have for upholding the au­ 
thority and interest of the country. 
In order that the Madrid government 
may comprehend the difficulties of the 
situation and do justice to the order 
and perseverance with which he began 
hi* labors, and which had already be­ 
gun to produce fruit. The Captain- 
General describes the situation on the 
Island and declares th at the impres­ 
sion produced by the news of the ar­ 
rangement which had been made be­ 
tween Spain and the United States 
can bo compared with that produced 
in Spain by the treaty at Bayonne, 
which led Jo the war of Independence 
against Napoleon. He begs to assure 
the government that the immediate 
execution of the order will cause a 
frightful commotion throughout the 
Island which would be sure to result 
in a catastrophe. The Spanish are un­ 
willing to surrender the Virginius di­ 
rectly to the United States, but will 
surrender her to some neutral power.

" C h ic a g o , Deo. 5. 
A New York special says the officers 
of the Morning Star, the vessel which 
arrived In New York yesterday morn­ 
ing from Santiago de Cuba, in which 
port she was lying when the Virginius 
was brought in, give graphic accounts 
of the massacre of the prisoners. Mr. 
Coffin, second mate of the Morning 
Star, wituessed the -execution of the 
victims. The first lot, consisting of 
Captain Frey and 38 of his crew, were 
led out at 4 o’clock Friday afternoon. 
They were ranged facing the wall, and 
at sufficient distance from it to give 
them room to fall forward. Captain 
Frey having asked for a glass of water, 
one was handed him by Charles Bell, 
steward of the Morning Star. Frey 
then walked from the end of the line 
to the center, and calmly awaited his 
fate. He was the only man that fell 
dead at the first volley, notwithstand­ 
ing the fact th at the firing party were 
only 10 feet distant. Then ensued a 
horrible scene. The Spanish butchers 
advamced to where the wounded men 
lay w rithing and groaning in agony, 
and placing the muzzles of their guns 
In some instances to the mouths of 
their victims, pulled the triggers,shat­ 
tering their heads Into fragments. 
Other dying men grasped the weapons 
thrust at them, with despairing grip, 
and shot after shot was put into their 
bodies before death quieted them. All 
the bodies were tumbled into carts 
and taken at once to the cemetery. 
Mr. Coffin say* that this batch of 
yictima, at least, seemed to have no 
notion of tlig (ate that awaited them. 


They walked along quietly, singing, 
chatting, laughing and smoking, us if 
on n'pleasure trip. 
On the following morning twelve Cu­ 
bans were led to the slaughter, and 
similar disgusting scenes were re-en­ 
acted. The moment the preliminary 
order was given, the twelve turned 
their heads as if in obedience to a pre­ 
concerted agreement, and throwing 
their hands aloft shouted, “Viva Cu­ 
ba’s Libertad,” This finished the ex­ 
ecutions that day. 
Thf British w ar vessel Niolie, and 
her commander Lorraine, left Jamaica 
in such liaste that several of her crew 
who were ashore on leave were left 
behind. 
He hardly stopped to cast 
anchor at Santiago de Cuba, before lie 
hastened ashore and protested against 
the killing of any more of the Virgin­ 
ius crew. General Burriel answered 
him saucily in a letter, saying that 
all tin» executions that liad been or­ 
dered would be immediately proceeded 
with. Commander Lorraine instantly 
returned reply th at in the absence of 
an American man-of-war lie would 
protect not only the Interest of his own 
country, but those of the United States, 
and that if Burriel harmed a hair of 
another prisoner, he would bombard 
the city. 
It was generally believed 
at Santiago de Cuba,that this action of 
the British Commander saved the 
lives of the rest of the Virginius crew. 
Commander Lorraine, afterwards ob­ 
tained five copies of the process of the 
Court Martial, condemning them to 
death, two of which he intended to 
transm it to our government, and two 
others to his own. 
Varano Céspeaas 
del Sol and Ryan were shot early in 
the morning. Tlie latter showing ex­ 
traordinary coolness and courage. He 
inarched along as gaily as if going to 
liis wedding. 
A priest advanced to 
his side when the place of slaughter 
was reached, and offered the religious 
services of his office, but Ityan waived 
him off. The officers of the Morning 
Star say it is not true th at the inhab­ 
itants of Santiago do Cuba were wild 
with joy, but on the contrary, they 
were exceedingly silent, and made no 
demonstrations whatever.

THE MESSAGE ON THE VIRGINIUS. 


The steamer Virginius was, on the 
25th day of September, 1870, duly reg­ 
istered at the port of New York as a 
part of the commercial marine of the 
United States. On the 4th of October, 
1870, having her certificate in the 
usual form, she sailed from the port of 
New York and lias not since been 
within the territorial jurisdiction of 
the United States. On the 31st of Oc­ 
tober last, while sailing under the 
American flagon the higli seas, she 
was forcibly seized by a Spanish gun­ 
boat, the Tornado,and was carried into 
the port of Santiago de Cuba, where 
many of her passengers and crew were 
inhumanly shot, and so, at least as re­ 
lated to tliose who were citizens of the 
United States, were without due pro­ 
cess of law put to death. It is a well 
asserted principle, asserted by the 
United States from the beginning of 
our national independence, and recog­ 
nized by Great Britain and other ma­ 
ritim e Powers, and stated by the Sen­ 
ate in a resolution passed unanimously 
on the 16th of Juno, 1858, that. Ameri­ 
can vessels on the high seas in time of 
peace, bearing the American flag, re­ 
main under the jurisdiction of the 
country to which they belong, and 
therefore any visitation, molestation 
or interference which such vessels, by 
force, on the part of a foreign Power, 
may sustain, is in derogation of the 
sovereignty of the United States. In 
accordance with this principle, the re­ 
storation of the Virginius, and the sur­ 
render of the survivors of her passen­ 
gers and crew, and due reparation to 
the honor of the flag and the punish­ 
m ent of the authorities who had been 
guilty of the illegal act of violence, 
were demanded. 
The Spanish Gov­ 
ernm ent has recognized tlie justice of 
the demand, and lias arranged for the 
immediate delivery of the vessel anil 
for the surrender of the survivors of 
the passengers and drew, and for a sa­ 
lute to the flag, and For proceedings 
looking to the punishment of those 
who may be proved to have been guilty 
of illegal acts of violence toward citi­ 
zens of the United States; and also to­ 
wards indemnifying those who may 
be shown to be entitled to indemnity. 
A copy of the protocol of conference 
fietween tbe Secretary of State and the 
Spanish Minister, in which the terms 
ot this arrangement was agreed to, will 
be transmitted 
herewith, together 
w ith the correspondence on this sub­ 
ject with the Legation of the United 
States in cipher and by cable, and 
which need the verification of the act­ 
ual text of the correspondence. It has 
seemed to me to be due to the import­ 
ance of tlie case not to submit the 
correspondence until the actual text 
can be received by mail. It is expect­ 
ed shortly, and will be submitted when 
received. In taking leave of this sub­ 
ject for the present, I wish to renew 
the expression of my conviction that 
the existence of African slavery in 
Cuba is a principal cause of the la­ 
mentable condition of the Island. I 
do not doubt that Congress shares 
with me the hope that it will soon lie 
made to disappear, and that peace and 
prosperity may follow its abolition. 
The embargoing of American estates 
in Cuba; cruelty to American citizens 
who have been detected in no net of 
hostility to the Spanish Government; 
the murdering of prisoners taken with­ 
out arms in their hands; and, finally, 
the capture upon the high seas of a 
vessel sailing under the United States 
Hag, and having a United States regis­ 
try, has culminated in an outburst of 
indignation that’has seemed for a time 
to threaton war. 
Pending negotia­ 
tions between the United States and 
the Government of Spain on the sub­ 
ject of this capture, I have authorized 
the Secretary of the Navy to put our 
navy upon a war footing to tlie extent 
at least of the entire annual nppropr!1 
ation of that branch of tlie service, 
trusting to Congress and the public 
opinion of the American people to 
justify my action.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


The Board of Supervisors last night 
sustained the Mayor’s veto of tlie order 
granting a portion of the Central Basin 
t¿ Booth for a ship yard. 
Edward Eagle anil tlie notorious 
George Hoge were sentenced to the 
State prison for highway robbery to­ 
day.

cial panic, such as afilicted the people 
of the east. He says the finances of 
the State have been economically 
managed. He recommended State aid 
to private charities, and that deficien­ 
cies in the m ilitary fund be ^supplied 
by liberal appropriations. 
Recom­ 
mends the repeal of the law for State 
land agency; thinks the words white 
and colored ought to be stricken out of 
the State school law, and equal school 
rights extended to all children. 
He 
recommends also a n . enlargement of 
the powers of the local authorities of 
San Francisco in order to rid the Le­ 
gislature of tlie special legislation rel- 
utivc to affairs of that city. Says that 
our treaty with China ought to be re­ 
adjusted so as to restrain further Im­ 
migration from that country; also re­ 
commends legislation for the adjust­ 
ment ami uniformity of fares and of 
rights on railroads in the State; says 
tlie carrying of concealed weapons 
should be again prohibited by law; 
favors the system of compulsory edu­ 
cation; says the Legislature should not 
adjourn without enacting that popu­ 
lation shall be the basis of State rep­ 
resentation, and calls special attention 
of tlie Legislature to the subject of ir­ 
rigation. The Governor also favors 
legislation with a view to secure a mi­ 
nority representation ill the legisla­ 
ture.

PROTOCOL. 


Protocol of conference held at the 
Department of State, at W ashington, 
on the 28th of November, 1873,bet ween 
Ham ilton Fish, Secretary of Statomnd 
Rear-Admiral Don Jose Polo do Ber­ 
nabé, Envoy Extraordinary and Min­ 
ister of Spain: The undersigned, hav­ 
ing met lor the purpose of entering 
into a definite agreemeent respecting 
the case of the steamer Virginius, 
which, while under the (flag of the 
United States, was, on the 31st of Oc­ 
tober last, captured on the high sea by 
the Spanish man-of-war Tornado, hav­ 
ing reached the following conclusions: 
Spain on her part stapulates to restore 
forthwith tiie vessel referred to, and 
tlie survivors of her passengers and 
crew, and on the 25th day of Decem­ 
ber next, to salute the flag of the Unit­ 
ed States. If, however, before that 
date, Spain should prove, to the satis­ 
faction of the Government of the Unit­ 
ed States, that tho Virginius was not 
entitled to carry the flag of the United 
States, and was carrying it at the 
time 
of 
her 
capture 
without 
right 
and 
improperly, 
the 
sa­ 
lute 
will 
be simultaneously dis­ 
pensed with, as, In such case, not 
being a necessary requirement. But 
the United States will expect, in such 
ease, a disclaimer of intent of indigni­ 
ty to its flag by the act which was com­ 
mitted. Further, if, on or before the 
25th of December, 1873, it shall be 
made to appear to the satisfaction of 
tlie United States th a t the Virginius 
did not rightfully eariy the American 
flag, yuii was not entitled to Ameri­ 


can papers, the United States will in­ 
stitute inquiry und adopt legal pro­ 
ceedings against any or the persons 
who may appear to have been guilty 
of illegalities in connection therewith. 
It being understood that Spain will 
proceed according to tlie second pro­ 
position made to General Sickles and 
communicated in liis telegram to

conduct, of 
those 
authorities who have

nged 
Spanish 
laws and honorary 
obligations, aud will arraign them 
before competent courts and inflict 
punishment on those who may have 
offended. All other reciprocal recla­ 
mations to be subject to considerations 
and arrangem ent between tlie two 
governm ent, and in ease of no agree­ 
ment, to be subject 
of arbitration, if 
the constitutional assent of the Senate 
o f the United States be given thereto. 
It is further stipulated that the time, 
m anner and place for the surrednder 
o f the Virginius and the survivors of 
those who were on hoard of her at tho 
time o f her capture, and also the time, 
manner and place for tlie salute to the 
Hag of the United .Stales, if there 
should be occasion for such salute, 
shall be subject to agreement between 
the undersigned within tlie next two 
days.
